3 'Policemen' 


Blackmail Attempt 
Against Businessman 
Trips Out-of-Staters 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—The ar­ 
rest of three men who allegedly 
posed as police officers to fleece 
their victims has broken up what 
authorities here believe was a na­ 
tionwide extortion racket.

Schwartz, 23. of Belmor. N J., Wil­ 
liam Joseph Ryan. 45, of Chicago, 
and Louis Peter Kocuszek, 48, of 
Carlyle, III. 
Schwartz and Ryan were booked 
Into city jail here Monday for in­ 
vestigation of b l a c k m a i l , im­ 
personating a police officer and 
kidnaping. 
At a police .showup this morn­ 
ing, Ryan and Kozos/ck made a 
futile dash for freedom. Jumping 
from a three-foot platform, they 
headed down ? hallway. They got 
about ten feet before detectives 
halted them w;th flying tackles 
Kocuszek was a r r e s t e d last 
Thursday after police say a black­ 
mail attempt in a downtown hotel 
went awry. He has already been 
charged and arraigned and is held 
under $50,000 bond. 
Detectives said the downfall of 
Schwartz and Ryan was brought 
about by their demand for $10,000 
from a local manufacturing offi­ 
cial. 
The two confronted the 41-year- 
old businessman Monday with a 
warrant for his arrest, accusing 
him of a perverted sex act, de­ 
tectives said. 
But, they added, the victim’s 
mother spotted the pair for what 
they really were — “ a couple of 
blackmailers,” she called them— 
and Ryan and Schwartz fled. They 
were picked up later. 
The tools of their trade, found in 
a briefcase which they threw away 
as they fled, included police cre­ 
dentials, handcuffs and warrants. 
Later, in their hotel rooms, also 
found were police shirts and hats 
and lieutenant bars, and evidence 
of their operations in other cities, 
detectives said. 
Detective Lt. Richard Grundish 
explained what he called their 
higlipriced operations this way: 
The men would make friendly 
contact with an intended victim. 
Some time later they would pass 
themselves off as police officers 
and 
confront 
the 
victim 
with 
trumped-up charges. 
The impostors would then tell 
the intender! civtim he could g e t 
out of the charge by posting bond. 
In the case of the local business­ 
man, he acceded to pay them only 
half of what they asked, or $5 OOO. 
Detectives said this is what fol­ 
lowed : 
The businessman a g r e e d to 
drive the two to the suburban En­ 
glewood State Bank so he could 
get the money. (This is where the 
“ investigation of kidnaping” fig­ 
ured when they were booked into 
jail.) 
The two men stayed at a grill 
while the businessman went to his 
home to get the keys to his strong­ 
box. 
But the businessman’s parents 
were suspicious and followed him 
back. As they walked toward the 
men, the m o t h e r called out, 
‘You're nothing but a couple of 
blackmailers.’ ” 
The two men separated and ran. 
The victim’s father started to 
chase Schwartz up an alley. Serv­ 
ice station operator 
Fred Zink 
heard the father’s shouts and col­ 
lared Schwartz. 
Ryan escaped, but only tempo­ 
rarily.

million from the funds earm arked 
for capital improvements in spe­ 
cific departments such as high­ 
ways, natural resources and so on, 
and $23 million from the general 
revenue fund, with top priority, 
most of it to go for rehabilitation 
of existing buildings. 
It’s also said to include a $10 
million expansion factor — if the 
money can be found—with $4.5 
million for state universities. 
Ten, and possibly 12, bills were 
up for final action in the House 
today, including one 
banning ad­ 
vertising signs within 660 feet of 
the pavement of interstate high­ 
ways. Passage would make Ohio 
eligible for a $10 million federal 
incentive bonus. 
During a two-hour session Mon­ 
day, the House didn’t get to two of 
the measures on its calendar. 
One reason the House was in 
session an unusually long time 
was a parliamentary tangle over 
amedments to a bill doing away 
with the 50-cent and $1 examina­ 
tion fees on applications to take 
civil service examinations. 
It took eight votes to pass the 
bill, which goes to the Senate, re­ 
insert a provision that an oath 
must be taken, and add a loyalty 
clause asking whether the appli­ 
cant now or ever has been a mem­ 
ber of any organization believing 
in violent overthrow of the govern­ 
ment. The idea was to have a 
clause that reveals those who have 
renounced Communism but does 
not bar their applying. 
Among other bills passed and 
sent to the Senate was one to pro­ 
vide a 40-hour work week for about 
10,000 nonteaching s c h o o l em ­ 
ployes such as janitors, and for 
guards at Ohio’s adult and juven­ 
ile penal institutions. 
The House also completed pas­ 
sage of a Senate-approved bill al­ 
lowing hunting of migratory water­ 
fowl (such as ducks) in Ohio on 
all the days allowed by 
federal 
regulations. These have always in­ 
cluded several Sundays, when it 
has not been allowed in Ohio. 
The House concurred in Senate 
amendments to a bill dealing with 
sale of delinquent tax land and ex­ 
empting some top county aides 
from civil service (after refusing 
previously to concur in the latter), 
but wouldn’t go along with in­ 
creasing the number of county of­ 
ficials included under another pro­ 
posal. That one would remove the 
provision that an appointed county 
commissioner 
must 
be 
of 
the 
same political party as his pre- 
cedessor. 
Meanwhile, senators passed and 
sent to the House bills to: 
Let county election boards rent 
office and storage space for up to 
15 years, instead of an the pres­ 
ent year-to-year basis. 
Permit the state education de­ 
partment to certify a number of

The Justice Department

geared for a long line of criminal 
prosecutions over A l a b a m a ’ s 
“freedom rider” racial violence. 
A force of KBIT agents, thrown 
into the area over the weekend, 
made its first arrests late Mon­ 
day and more arrests were ex­ 
pected. The Justice Department 
indicated it would seek stiff pen­ 
alties. 
All of last week’s outbreaks fol­ 
lowed efforts by out-of-state white 
and Negro students to break Ala­ 
bama's 
ban 
on 
integrated 
bus 
seating. 
In the initial arrests, four men 
were taken into custody by FBI 
agents 
at 
Anniston. 
Ala., 
and 
charges with the fire bombing of 
an interstate bus near the city 
May 14. 
The offense carries penalties up 
to 20 years in prison and a fine 
of $10,000. 
The Anniston incident, in which 
the mob of white men broke the 
bus windows and tossed in a fire 
bomb, was the first of the past 
week’s violence. 
Other freedom riders, traveling 
by bus into Alabama from Atlan­ 
ta, Ga., were kicked and beaten 
at Anniston and Birmingham. On 
Saturday, 
a 
major 
free-for-all 
broke out—with a number of per­ 
sons injured—when an interstate 
bus arrived at Montgomery, Ala. 
The Congress of Racial Equal­ 
ity (CORE) said it was trying to 
make bus reservations for an­ 
other freedom ride. Such a trip 
Saturday touched off the bloody 
riot and led to Sunday’s attempt­

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One of the more interesting, and start­ 
ling, investigations now under way in the 
scientific world is the pursuit of knowledge 
about matter. Matter is far from the in­ 
formed science one might imagine. Man 
has learned 
to accomplish fascinating 
feats with ingredients he can see, but he is 
still ignorant of the foundation world of 
the atom. 
Neutrons, protons and electrons have 
acquired a working familiarity with phys­ 
icists and have acquainted the non-scien­ 
tist with at least their names, but these 
recognized particles of the atom may not 
be the most important ingredients at all. 
Within the last five years laboratory in­ 
vestigators have discovered other partic­ 
les which seem to perform peculiarly un­ 
der induced conditions. 
Under the relentless scrutiny of the sci­ 
entist. the atom has shown itself to be an 
endless b u n d l e of energy, with each 
particle in a constant swirl of motion and 
reaction. 
Throughout 
all 
this 
activity 
some rather strange phenomena occur 
which have given science a glimpse of a 
new world of matter to be harnessed some 
day bv man. 
Mathematical logic dem ands that two 
plus t w o equals four, but in physics this is 
not true. Two particles within an atom nu­ 
cleus. f o r e x a rn p I e, do not equal two of 
the same type outside. This is because the 
two P a r t i c l e s inside the nucleus lose some

of their energy just binding themselves 
to the concentrated mass. 
Equally interesting is the antipathy of 
matter, antimatter. Antimatter is com­ 
posed of an arm y of particles of the same 
type as matter, 
but with 
an opposite 
charge. The positron is a positively charg­ 
ed electron, the antiproton is a negatively 
charged proton and the antineutron is a 
deadly cousin of the neutron. 
When opposing members of these partic­ 
les meet, they are both annihilated in a 
puff of energy. 
Antimatter is a relatively scarce in­ 
habitant of earth and exists here only for a 
short time. Scientists estimate there may 
be e n t i r e galaxies of it somewhere in 
the universe which could completely dis­ 
integrate any foreign object which comes 
in contact with it. 
Another reactionary force only recently 
discovered is antigravity. This permits 
particles to fall up when repelled by grav­ 
itational fields of other atomic ingredi­ 
ents. Is it any wonder that science, after 
discovering apparent defects in accepted 
laws of nature, is stepping up its scrutiny 
of the atom? 
Adapting the principles of antigravity, 
antimatter and atomic energy production 
to human application is no longer science 
fiction. The discovery process has largely 
been completed. It but remains to adapt 
nature’s methods to human mechanics.

Korea Crops Up Again 


The U nited Slates met the first 
serious defeat in its history in K o­ 
rea 
G eneral Douglas M acA rthur, 
our 
m ost 
distinguished 
m ilitary 
leader, w as not perm itted to bring 
that w ar to a victorious conclusion. 


In fact, he w as dismissed from 
his post, after a glorious c a r e e r 
because his judgem ent of the K o r­ 
ean W ar differed from th at of the 
politicians in Washington. He w as 
instructed not to invade tile e n ­ 
em y 's s a n c t u a r y in M an ch u r­ 
ia. The C hinese Comm unists, who 
heretofore had counted for very 
l i t t l e as a m ilitary force g a in ­ 
ed “ face"’ throughout Asia. 
The Korean W ar was eu p h e m is­ 
tically called a United Nations po­ 
lice action and so far as the re c ­ 
ord goes, tho United States was 
one of s e v e r a l nations involv­ 
ed in that engagem ent. But the 
fact is that we put up most of the 
effective troops and all of the m o n ­ 
ey and. so far as the E ast of Asia 
concerned, it was the U nited 
S t a t e s and no* the United N a ­ 
tions which lost prestige as a r e ­ 
sult of the K orean War 
E very nation reviewed its own 
relations with the United Sta es. 
The question asked was if R e j 
China c o u l d defeat the U nited 
States, w hat has become of A m e r­ 
ican strength and power? The n eu ­ 
trality which followed often m eant 
that the b a l a n c e of friendship 
favored Soviet Russia 
The W ar ended in the division of 
Korea at the 38th Parallel betw een 
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South a n i N orth Korea. S o u t h 
Korea, in m an y respects, becam e 
dependent upon Hie United States; 
North K o r e a becam e a part of 
Red China. 
On April 7, i960, K oreas’ heroic 
President w as cast aside as a r e ­ 
sult of a stu d e n ts’ strike. In the 
P a r E ast, a stu d e n ts’ strike is not 
unusual. It is an expression of the 
will of the people against the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
T he 
complaint 
against 
Rhee w as not that he had becom e 
too old to govern, but that he tol­ 
erated corruption by his sup po rt­ 
ers. 
Corruption in E ast Asian coun­ 
tries is no;, taken very seriously 
unless t h e r e is hunger aryl fa m ­ 
ine. The salarie s of officials are 
ridiculously low. the cost of hold­ 
ing office is high; it is expected 
that each position includes perquis­ 
ites. In fact, in 
an 
older China 
(and K orea 
as well) 
m any im ­ 
portant 
official 
positions 
were 
purchased, the legitim ate graft b e ­ 
ing so g r e a t . And even in my 
time in China, which was not so 
long ago, it w as expected that an 
upstanding official would Jo well 
by h i m s e l f and his family and 
nobody criticized him for it. e x ­ 
cept a few foreigners who did not 
know better. 
It has th erefo re been assum ed 
that tile stu d e n ts’ strike in S o n t h 
Korea, which succeeded in elim in­ 
ating S yngm an Rhee. was fom en t­ 
ed by influences oilier than K or­ 
ean Not only w as Red China sus­ 
pected but also the United States 
w'hich d e s i r e d a younger m an 
than Rhee one less a r b i t r a r y , 
more “ d e m o c ra tic ” . So we su p ­ 
ported John C hang as P re m ier. 
Now, a m ilitary junta has taken 
over. It seeks an honest govern­ 
ment. 
In 
E a st 
Asian 
countries, 
military men ane notoriously not 
h o n e s t . T he Oriental ex p re s s­ 
ion is that if one is very n ear to a 
greasepot, the g r e a s e is likely 
to rub off T herefore no old China 
hand is going to take seriously the 
contention th a t a 
m ilitary junta 
seeks honesty. I* may seek a bet­ 
ter division of the s p o i l s or all 
of it, but n ev er honesty. It is not a 
local custom .
